o? South Carolina. — The following resolu- 
tions, which were adopted in the Virginia Sen- 
ate on the Gth inst., by a vote of 31 to 11. def- 
initely disposed of the question of the partici- 
pation of that State in a Southern Conference: 
Resoled, That the General Assembly of 
Virginia, recognizing in our present relations 
with non-slaveholding Stales an imperative 
necessity for decisive measures, does not yet 
mistrust the capacity ol the Southern Stales, 
by a wise and firm exercise of their several 
powers, to protect the rights and liberties of 
the people, and to preserve the Federal Union; 
for this purpose we earnestly desire the con- 
certed action of tho Southern States ; but the 
General Assembly respect fully submits to the 
consideration of South Carolina, and all sister 
States of the South, that eflicien co-operation 
can be more safely obtained by such direct leg- 
islative action of the several Slates as may be 
necssary and proper, than through the agency 
of an assemblage which can exercise no legis- 
lative powers, except to debate and advise.

I h ive I >e honor to state th t, in preparing the 
papers called Cor bv this resolution, I "have 
thought it night be a matter ot interest, perhaps 
of imp irtatice, to have a succinct st itement ot 
the origin and progress of the troubles' on thai 
border. With this view I have made a synopi-i- 
of the transaction* as they appear from paper- 
on fi e ill this < i IT1 but which are not sent to the 
Seni'e heouu e ihev hive hot heen called for. 

It will ap pear trom these documents that noth- 
ing could exceed the contrariety ot statement 
and opinion, even amongst those having tht besi 
oppiu t .nity o! knowing. One thing only is* cer- 
tain, and that is, that from a imatl be;inui'ig these 
ddii.-ulties have rapidly increased, until '.hev se 
non-ly threaten the peace of the fctro countries.

This is a mistaken notion; they ar^ used for a t 
great number of practical pufp>ses in the ar.s. 
Thus for cutting the glass of our windows into 
proper size, no other substance' can equal it, and 
It is exclusively used for this purpose. A n itur 1 
edge, or point, as it is called, is used for this 
work, and ih lus'vnds of such are annually requtr- 
ed in our gl iss factories. Diamond points arc 
alsoTmployed for engraving on cornelians, ame- 
thyst-, and other brilliants, and for the finer cut- 
tine on cameos and seals. 

Being very hard, the diamond is also used in 
chronometers for the steps of pivots; and as it 
possesses high refractive with inferior dispersive 
power and little longitudinal aberration, it' has 
been Successfully employed for the small deep 
lenses of single microscopes. The magnifying 
power fit the diamond in proi oi tion to that of 
plate glass, ground to a similar form, is eie.ht to 
three. For draw ng minute lines on hard st.^el 
and ".lass, to mike micrometers, there is no sub- 
stitute for the diamond point. 

Tne rough diamond is called bort, and the 
points used for glftss-cutting are fngmeiits of the 
borts. Great care and skill arc necessary in 
selecting the cutting points, because the diamond 
that cuts the glass most successfully has the cut- 
h\s edges of the crystal placed exactly at right 
angles to each other, and pissing through a p . n 
or intersection, made by the crossing of the edges. 
A polished diamond, however perfect may be its 
edges, when pressed upon the surface of the glass, 
splinters it with tboWabtatt pressure; but with 
the natural diamond the most accurate lines are 
produced on glass, and their surfaces are so high- 
ly burnished that, if ruled close together, they 
deeomnose i ht, and offerd the most beautiful 
prism i tic appnan e — all the colors of the 
raiobOW lash from tin in as from the silvery in- 
terior of a pearl oyster shell. 

Diamonds are also enip oved for drill points to 
perforate rubies, ajid bore h lies in draw plates fir 
fine wire, and also for drilling in hard steel. — 
Sonic inquiries have been mule of us recently in 
regard to using theoi for dressing millstones, as a 
substitute lor steel picks. We apprehend that 
they are altogether too expi nsive to be use I for 
this purpose at present; but if some of our inven- 
tors would make the discovery of manufacturing 
diamonds as cheaply as wc in ike charcoal, which 
i- of the same composition, we might be ab e to 
recommend them to our millers. -Tne coke 
obtained from the interior of gas retorts in ma ay 
cises is found so hard that it will cut glass; b it 
as its point endures but for a short period, it Can 
not be nude availub'e as a substitute for the 
natural diamond f r such purposes.

The Senate Post-Office Committee had under 
consideration this morn.ng the sunset of over- 
land mail services.

Mr. Ma- 
graw put his hand to h s pocket and said some- 
thing which, so far as heard, seeuied meant lor 
an apology. 

"Col L inder then struck him upon the breast, 
pushing him back, saying, 'Speak up, and speak 
1 u I. sir, 

"On this, Mr. Magraw said, 'Let me go into 
the hotel.' 

"'Yes,' said Col. Lander, and followed up. 

"Within the hotel, Magraw attempted to go 
into the entry. 

"Linder stopped him, saying, 'Turn around 
now, sir, an 1 lace me, and answer me,* at the 
same time roughly turning him bv the shoulder. 
, "At this instant Mr. Kirkwood, the proprietor 
of the hotel, in the most gentlem inly manner in- 
terposed, requesting Lander not to create a dis- 
turbance, te ling him tint the ladies on the floor 
ab )Ti w ere seriously alarmed at the noise of the 
alicrc ition. Tiiis for an instant parted the coui- 
b Hants and permitted Mr. M igraw to retire some 
ten feet. He immediately drew a pistol, and, 
pointing it to Co). Linder, said: 

" 'Approach me again, sir, and you are a dead 
man.' « 

"As Col.fltander jumped to attack him, saving 
at the same time. 'I am unarmed, you scoundrel, 
bu: no mitter!' Mr- Kirkwood again interposed. 
Col. Lander continued: 

" 'Come out on the Avenue again, sir, and re- 
lieve this gentleman from this affray here. Take 
your pistol, and I will mee' you as I am, unarm- 
ed. Come on.' Mr. M igraw refused. Col. Lin- 
der then, after, stigmatizing him as a liar, coward, 
thief, blackguard, and scoundrel, requested anv 
one of the crowd, of which there were more 
than forty, to step forward and take up the quar- 
rel, if a friend of Mr. Magraw.
